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SHE prefent Work is almoft wholly copied 
n from a fmall volume entitled, A Book of 
\ funiry Draughtes Principalfy ferving for 
»» Glaziers and not impertinent for Plafterers 
and Gardeners i bejides many other frofeffions : whereunto 
is annexed the manner how to anneal in Glafs. And alfo the 
true forme of the Furnace and the fecretes thereof Lon- 
don: Printed in Shoolane at the fgn of the Falcon By 
Walter Dight, 1615. I have confidered it unneceilary 
to reprint ** the manner how to anneal in Glafs" as it has 
been fuperfeded by more recent improvements, and 
therefore *• the fecretes thereof" are no longer of any 
pra<^cal value. 

Few perfons, I believe, can examine this Series of 
De£gns without being fatisfied that they form not only 
a treafury of working Drawings for the ufc of Glaziers, 
but are fer from being ** impertinent for Plafterers, 
Gardeners, and fondry other Profeflions." 

The immenfe variety of the forms given, and the 



great beauty of the arrangement of many of them, can 
fcarcely fail of making this little Volume a mofl ufeful 
Work of reference to all perfons engaged in the pro- 
duction of objedls to which Art can be applied. They 
will not only fumifh hints, but in many inftances may 
be made to form the Skeletons of new Defigns, re- 
quiring only to be filled in with the Ornaments, or 
Colours, moft fuitable to the particular article, or 
manufafture, to which they are to be applied. 

The following Remarks by the Author (Walter 
Gidde) may be confidered a fufficient apology for the 
introduction of fbnie examples of fb fimple a character 
as to appear at firft fight unneceffiiry. 

** As the principal beauty and countenance of Archi- 
tecture confifts in outward ornament of lights, fo the 
inward partes are ever oppofite to the eies of the be- 
holder, taking more delight in the beauty thereof, being 
cunningly wrought, than in any other garnifliinjg within 
the fame. To which purpofe is fet down in this 
variety of Draughts fome ordinary and plaine, others 
curious and pleaiant ; and although it may feem to thofe 
expert in Glazing that thefe Draughts are needlefs, 
being fo plaine and in ufe, not deferving in this fort to 
be publiflied, yet notwithftanding here I doe in friendly 
courtefie admonifh, that it is mofl needful, giving 
choice to the Builder, both for price and draught of 
work, which by no underftanding can the Glazier fb 
fenfibly demonflrate his feat as by having his Examples 



of Draught, for by fuch (how the Builder (hall under- 
ftand what to make choice of, for whofe care and 
furtherance only. I have published this notice of 
glazing, knowing the expert Mafter is not unfurnifli- 
ed of thefe ufual Draughts, though each Workman 
have not all of them/'
